her room. 
He failed to secure the 
w om an’s money. 
Perschm ann is now 
in jaiL 
Mrs. Schrums boarded a t the hotel 
and w as supposed to keep $30,000 or 
$40,600 
in 
her room. 
She was sO 
years 
old 
and 
w eighed 
about 
tw o hundred. 
Peschm ann w ent to 
her room, pounded her till she w as in­ 
sensible, threw lier on the bed, bound 
h er hands and feet, and then ran­ 
sacked the room for money. 
He says 
he did not find any. 
Then fearing 
detection he threw 
Mrs. 
Schrums' 
lam p on the floor, setting the room on 
fire, and w ent down stairs. 
A fter the 
fire had burned a w hile Peschm ann 
concluded to send in an alarm and save 
some of his furniture, as he had no 
insurance. 
The fire w as soon put out 
and Mrs. Schrum s' room was found in 
a condition w hich gave m any clues to 
the police. 
T his led to Pesehm ann’s 
detection. 
Mrs. Schrum s had a large 
sum of money and search is being 
m ade for it. 
A lthough the police are convinced 
th a t Mrs. Schrum s had the money in 
her room they are not satisfied th a t 
Peschm ann found it and are inclined 
to believe w ith him th a t if he had 
found the money he w ould have al­ 
low ed the fire to destroy all evidence 
of his crim e before giving the alarm .

N e w Y o r k , Jan. IG.—A frightful ac­ 
cident occurred yesterday 
on 
the 
w est side of the Hackensack bridge, on 
the Morris & Essex branch of the Del­ 
aw are, L ackaw anna & W estern rail- 
raod. 
The train w hich leaves Rose­ 
ville a t 8 o’clock crashed into the rear 
of the Dover express, telescoping tw o 
cars. 
Eleven passengers in these tw o 
cars are know n to have been killed 
and a t least twenty-five are terribly 
injured. 
The 
Dover 
express 
passed 
through Roseville w ithout 
stopping. 
The train which ran into 
the express is the regular com m utation 
train. 
It pulled out of Roseville four 
m inutes after the express had disap­ 
peared in the fog in the direction of 
New York. On approaching the bridge 
over the H ackensack river, th e express 
slowed up b u t for w hat reason is un­ 
known; but it is th o u g h t th a t th e en­ 
gineer could not see the signals be­ 
cause of the dense fog and th a t he 
slowed his train to avoid danger. 
The 
engineer saw the express w hen less 
than 200 feet from it. 
A lthough he 
reversed his engine he could not pre­ 
vent a collision. 
The engine of the Orange 
train 
smashed the tw o rear cars of the Dover 
train into pieces and plowed over the 
passengers, who by the force of the 
collision had been hurled from their 
seats, only to be crushed to death by 
the w heels of the Orange engine. The 
rear car on th e Doves train was a com­ 
bination sm oker and baggage car, and 
the one in front of th a t an ordinary day 
coach. 
Every seat in both coaches 
w as occupied by persons on th e ir way 
to w ork in New York, and a num ber 
of passengers were in the baggage 
car. 
The passengers in the sm oker 
had little chance to escape. 
They 
had 
no 
w arning 
of 
the 
crash. 
Those in the day coach had a better 
opportunity. 
They plunged through 
the windows and crowded to the 
front 
door, 
w ith 
the 
guard 
of the Orange train engine only a few 
feet away. 
Most of those killed and 
injured were in the sm oking car, and 
as the great engine crashed into the 
car am ong them they were toppled 
over by the heavy iron guard and those 
who were killed were crushed to death, 
literally ground to pieces. 
It was fully five m inutes after the 
crash before th e passengers on the 
tw o trains could realize the full ex­ 
te n t of the catastrophe. 
Then came 
the g reatest confusion 
im aginable. 
The train hands led the passengers to 
the w ork of rescue. 
T hree m angled 
bodies w ere pulled out of the w reck 
w ithin ten m inutes. 
The passengers 
crow ded about and rendered valuable 
service 
in caring for the 
injured. 
Several men who attem pted to assist 
fainted upon seeing the sickening con­ 
dition of the bodies dragged out from 
under the wreck. 
A singular feature of the wreck was 
th a t the first six bodies recovered were 
found wedged in betw een a mass of 
broken tim ber and 
the 
w heels 
of 
the engine. 
The bodies w ere frig h t­ 
fully m utilated. 
Limbs were dismem­ 
bered and faces crushed beyond pos­ 
sible identification. 
The body of one 
victim is said to have been literally 
disemboweled. 
The scene of the acci­ 
dent w as frightful. 
The dead and in­ 
jured were piled up along the high em­ 
bankm ent a t the side of the railroad 
track. 
The forw ard cars of the Dover 
express were not wrecked, but the pas­ 
sengers were throw n from th eir seats 
and a num ber of them were bruised 
and injured.

Medical Testim ony for the State Closes 
w ith the Exam ination of the Mil­ 
w aukee and Chicago W itnesses-- 
M rs. Stone Dead W hen Put in the 
Cistern. 


Dr. W alter Kempster of Milwaukee. 
and Dr. Ludwig Hecktoen of Chicago, 
ended the medical testim ony for the 
state in the Ashton case today. 
Dr, 
Kempster listened to the reading of a 
hypothetical 
question 
covering the 
testim ony in the case and said that 
the facts stated showed Mrs. Stone to 
have come to her death by strangula­ 
t i o n . 
She was dead, he testified, 
before her body entered the cistern. 
The injuries found upon her were suf­ 
ficient to cause death. 
Very little 
time was consumed in 
Dr. Kemster’s 
cross examination, his testim ony not 
being shaken. 
Dr. 
Hecktoen is a man compara­ 
tively young but is recognized in Chi­ 
cago as em inent authority on post 
mortems. 
He makes the conducting 
of autopsies his principal work and 
has been a witness in many of the no­ 
table cases in Chicago during the last 
few years. 
He conducted the autopsy 
on the murdered girl in the Painter 
case in Chicago and was an important 
witness for the state. 
Dr. Hecktoen 
testified that the facts stated satisfied 
him that Mrs. Stone met death by 
strangulation, the strangulation being 
caused by force applied to the upper 
part of the chest and lower part of 
the neck. 
He was well satisfied of 
this in view of all the circumstances. 
On 
cross 
examination 
he 
said 
the 
post 
mortem 
examination 
was not 
as 
complete as he would 
have made. 
It 
was 
not 
complete 
enough, in itself, to exclude all pos­ 
sibilities that death was from some 
other cause. 
Examination 
of 
the 
brain would have been necessary to 
absolutely exclude all other causes. In 
forming his opinion that Mrs. Stone’s 
death was caused by strangulation he 
had been guided by all the facts in the 
case, not by the medical examination 
alone. 
S to rie s o f O th e r W itn esses. 
Other medical testimony taken be­ 
fore Drs. 
Kempster and 
Hecktoen 
took the stand was that of Dr. Henry 
Palmer on re examination and Dr. L. 
J. Barrows. 
Dr. Palmer said he did 
not think that the sub-clavian vein 
could have been ruptured by pressure 
applied to the clavicle. 
Dr. Barrows’ 
testim ony was that he believed Mrs. 
Stone to have been dead when her 
body was put in the cistern. 
He was 
cross-examined as to whether disloca­ 
tion of the collar bone would not re­ 
sult from force applied to the back of 
the shoulders and he said that it 
might. 
George Lentz, a neighbor of the 
Stone’s gave details of the assault on 
Daniel Stone. 
William Saxby testified as to Ash­ 
ton statem ents 
about Mrs. Stone. 
Ashton said to him on o n e occasion, 
referring to Mrs. Stone: “ There’s the 
d— 
d old hell cat, now .” Ashton had 
talked w ith the witness about Stone’s 
extensive property and had claimed to 
be the heir to whom most of it would 
fall. 
A recess was taken pending his 
cross-examination.
